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Marital Status and Uving Arrahgemehts: March 1385 



INtRObUCtldN 

This report presents detaired infor- 
mation on the marital status and 
living arrangements of the 
noninstitational popalation of the 
United States, by age, sex, race, 
and Spanish origin. The text of this 
report compares these mid- decade 
estimates based on the March 1985 
Current Popalation Survey with 
survey data from 1980, 1970, and 
l96d. Data from past decennial 
censuses are used where survey 
data are not available. 

Many changes in marital status 
and living arrangements have 
occurred over the last few decades. 
Changes in marital status include 
postponement of first marriage, a 
growing proportion of never married 
persons, and an additional growth in 
"singles" due to divorce and 
separation. Changes in living 



arrangements include ihcreased 
prdpdrtidhs of children who live in 
single-parent situations, of ybuhg 
adults who live with their parents, 
of persons who live alone, and of 
adults who reside in unmarried- 
couple households. Some highlights 
discussed in this report Include: 

^ During the 1980's, the propor- 
tion of women aged 20 to 24 
years who had never married 
has been the largest ever 
recorded. 

• There were 1 19 unmarried 
men aged 25 to 34 years for 
every 100 unmarried women 
aged 25 to 34 years in 1985. 

• Between 1970 and 1985, the 
divorce ratio rose from 47 to 
128 divorced persons per 

1 ,000 married persons with 
spouse present. 



• Twenty-three percent of 
children under 18 years lived 
with one parent in 1 985, com- 
pared with 9 percent in 1 960. 

• Sixty [Dercent of men and 48 
percent of women aged 1 8 to 
24 years lived at home with 
their parents in 1 985. 

• Most elderly men still lived 
with their wives while elderly 
women are somewhat more 
likely to live alone than with 
their husbands in 1 985. 



• The rapid growth in unmarried 
cbUple households during the 
1 970's has slowed in recent 
years. 
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AGE AT FIRST lyiARmAGE 

The estimated median age at first 
marriage in 1985 was 23.3 years 
for women and 25.5 years for men. 
During the 1 98b's the median age 
at first marriage for women has con- 
tin ued to be higher than any 
previously recorded level. Men are 
Hearing the level recorded in 1 890, 
26.1 years. At the beginning of the 
20th century, the median age at 
first marriage started a decline that 
ended in the mld-l95b's, reaching a 
low of 20.1 years for women and 
22.5 years for men. Since that tirne 
the estirhaied median age has been 
rising, with especially rtprd in- 
creases occurring during the past 10 
years. Between 1975 and 1985 the 
median age has risen 2 full years for 
both meh and women, after increas- 
ing by only about 1 year during the 
20^years spanning 1955 and 1975. 

The gap between men and 
women in the rriedlan age at first 
marriage has harrowed substantially 
during the last 95 years. The 4-year 
differehce in 1 890 had narrowed to 
about a 2-year difference in 1985. 

Figure 1 plots the estimates of 
median age at first marriage which 
are presented in table A-1, that is, 
^s^'J^'^tes for 10-year intervals from 
1890 to 1940, and annual 
estimates from 1940 to 1986.

the proportions of men and 
women who have never married 
fbiiowed patterns o*' change over 
the last decade paraNei to those for 
median age at first marriage. By 
1985, the proportion of women ;n 
their twenties and early thirties who 
had never married was at a level 
near the previous high recorded 
around the turn of the century. In 
fact, the percentage of women age 
20 to 24 years who had not yet 
married has been larger during the 
1980's than ever recorded, 59 per- 
cent In 1985 versus the previous 
high of 52 percent In 1890. 
Between 1890 and i960 the pro- 
portloh never married for women 
declined by about one-half for the 
age groups 20 to 24, 25 to 29, and 
30 to 34, but by 1985 the propor- 
tions had approached or exceeded 
turri-6f-the-century levels. Women in 
their late twenties and early thirties 
experienced little or no change bet- 
ween 1 960 and 1 970, but rapid in- 
creases^bccurred between 1 970 and 
1 9B5. The proportion rose from 1 1 
to 26 percent for women 25 to 29 
years, and frorn 6 to 1 4 percent for 
the age group 30 to 34 years. The 
prbportibh of men >A/ho had never 
rharrjed rose between 1 970 and 
1985 from 55 to 76 percent for age 
20 to 24, from 19 to 39 percent for 
age 25 to 29, and from 9 to 21 per- 
cent for age 30 to 34. 

The high proportions of persons in 
their twenties and thirties who are 
currently single implies that, if these 
persons subsequently marry, the 
rtiedian age at first rharriage will 
cbhtihue to increase in the future. 
Figure 2 plots the estimates of the 
prbportidh riever married which are 
presented in table A-3, that is, 
estimates for 10-year intervals.

_ The ratio of anmarried meh to un- 
marned women is much larger at 
yoflnger ages, suggesting that the 
marriage prospects for younger 
women are better than for older 
women. Overall, in 1985 there were 
about 4 unmarried men for every 5 
unmarried women. (Unmarried in- 
cludes never married, widowed, and 
divorced persons:) However, the 
ratio was much smaller for persons 
45_years of age and older than it 
was for younger persons: In fact, at 
peak marrying ages, unmarried men 
outnumber unmarried women. For 
young adults age 1 5 to 24 years, 
there were 1 12 unmarried men for 
every 1Q0 unmarried women. Young 
adults aje 25 to 34 had a ratio of 
119 unmarried men for every 100 
unmarried women:' However, at 
older ages the ratio becomes 
smaHer. At age 35 to 44, there 
were 84 unmarried men per 100 
unmarried women, and this drops to 
54 per 100 for the age group 45 to 

64 years, and to 26 per 1 00 by age 

65 and over.

Marital disruptibh through divorce 
results in another form of 
''singleness'' experienced by jriany 
adults. In 1985 there were 128 
divorced persons for every 1 ,000 
married persons living with their 
spouses, nribre thaji 2^ times the 
figure of 47 in 1 970. This divorce 
ratio is a useful index for mohitorihg 
the growth in the divorced popula- 
tion relative to the number of 
persons in intact marriages. 

The divorce ratio for rrieh is 
sighificaritly lower than for women 
(103 versus 153 per 1,000) since 
men are more likely to remarry after 
divorce arid to do so more quickly. 
Black women have the highest ratio 
(326 in 1985) of any sex or race 
group, followed by 179 per 1,000 
for Black men. The ratios for Whites 
are not statistically different from 
the ratios for persons of Spanish 
origin, 98 arid 97 for men arid 142 
and 143 for wdmeri, respectively. 

The annual divorce rate published 
by the National Center for Health 
Statistics (NCHS) differs from the 
divorce ratio, as described above, in 
that the divorce rate is the number 
of divorces that i:te granted in a 
given year per 1 ,000 population. 
The divorce rate, as reported by 
NCHS, has declined slightly during 
the last few years. The divorce 
ratio, however, is the number of all 
currently divorced persons (those 
who had divorced during ariy month 
and year before March 1, 1985, and 
who had not remarried before March 
1, 1985) per 1,000 married pefsdhs 
who live with their spouse. The 
ratio has continued to increase dur> 
Ing recent years, because the total 
number of divorced persons has 
continued to increase more rapidly 
than the total number of married 
persons:

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LIVING ARRANGEMENTS OF 
blVORCEb PERSONS 

There were 7.8 mlllibri divorced 
women and 5.3 rhillibri divorced 
men in 1 985. Most were between 
25 and 44 years bid (55 percent for 
women arid 60 percent fbr men). 
The living arrarigeiriehts bf these 
divorced pisrsbhs differ by sex. 
Women are more likely tb rriaihtaih a 
hdUsidhbId bf their own, arid are 
more likely tb have their childreri 
present. Men, hbwever, are rribre 
likely tb live albhe. 

One-half bf all divbrced wbrneri 
maintained a farriily hbusehbid (35 
percent as a single parerit, arid 14 
percent withbUt childreri present), 
28 percent lived albrie, arid 3 per- 
cent shared their hbrrie with 
unrelated persbhs, while 20 percerit 
lived in the hbrrie bf sbrnebiie else 
(1 1 percent with relatives). The cor- 
respdndihg prbpbrtibhs fbr rneri 
were 15 percent niairitairiirig a 
family household (9^ percerit as 
single parents and 6 jDercerit withbut 
children preseht), 42 pisrcerit livirig 
alone, 10 perceht sharirig their 
home with hbhrelatives, arid 33 per- 
cent living in the hbnie bf sbmebrie 
else (17 perceht with relatives).

in 1985; 20,6 miliion persons 
lived aione. these jietsons 
accounted for 1 1 percent of all 
adults; and their one*person 
households accounted for 24 per- 
cent of ail households. Since 1 960 
the number of persons living alone 
has nearly tripled; but the increase 
has slowed in recent years. 
Between 1980 and 1985 the 
number of men living alone 
increased by 13 percent; compared 
with an increase of 97 percent dur- 
ing the 1 970's and a 34-percent in- 
crease during the l96d's. The 
number of women living alone in- 
creased by 1 2 percent since 1 980, 
compared with increases of 65 and 
55 percent In the decades of the 
1 960's and 1 970's, respectively. 
Women constitute the majority (62 
percent) of persons who live alone, 
arid they tend to be older than men 
who live alone. Out of 12.7 million 
worrieri who lived albrie, Iri 1 985, 
43 percerit were widows 65 years 
arid over, cbmp>ared with only 1 2 
percerit of the 7.9 millibri meri who 
lived albrie. Iri 1 985, the rriedlan age 
bf wbmeri livirig albrie was 65.5 
years. The rriediah age fbr rneri 
livirig albrie was 41.4 iri 1985, 24 
years younger thari fbr wbmeri. 
Althbugh the median age fbr riieri 
Kvirig albrie iri 1 985 was rib dif- 
tererit thari iii 1 980, the mediari age 
fell frbrri 55.^ to 40.9 years 
betweeri 1 970 arid 1 980. 

Figure 8 plots the estirhates of 
mediari age of rrieh arid wbmeri liv- 
ing alone which are presented in 
tabje A-7, that |s, estimates for 
1960, 1970, 1980, arid 1985.

The ilvlng arrahgertlehts of 
children are ihfluehced by changes 
in the maritai status of adults. As 
Increases occur in the prbpbrtiori of 
never-niarried adults at the prirhe 
chlidbearing ages, and in the ratio of 
divorced persons to persons who 
are married, spouse present, a 
smaller propdrtibh of children are 
living with two parents and ah in- 
creasing prdpdrtidh are living with 
one parent. 

Out of 62.5 mjllibh children under 
18 years in 1985, 14.6 millibh, or 
23 percent, lived with only one 
parent, compared with 9 percent in 
1960 and 12 percent in 1970. Nine 
oat of 10 chlldreh in a single-parent 
sjtaation lived with the mbther. (See 
tab[e_A-8.) Black children had the 
hi£[hest proportidh living with bhe 
^?L^^^i_^^ percent versus " - per- 
cent for White children and 29 jDer- 
cent for children of Spanish brigih. 

1^85, the proportidn df Black 
children^ Hving with somedne dther 
^han a Parent was Jess than in the 
past, 7 percent In 1985, cdmpared 
with 12 percent in 1980 and 1 1 
percent in 1 960.

In 1985, 52 percent of White 
children in bh e-parerit situations liv- 
ed with a divorced piareht, 23 per- 
cent with a separated jDarerit, 1 3 
percent with a hever-rharried parent, 
and 8 percent with a widowed 
parent. In 1960, roughly equal pro- 
portidhs df White children lived with 
a divdrced dr widowed parent (28 
and 29 percent, respectively). 



However, since 1 960 the divorced 
prbpbrtlbh has risen to 52 percent 
while the widowed proportion has 
dropped to 8 percent. White 
children who lived with a rharried 
parent whose spouse was absent 
for some reason other than marital 
discord {spblise away bh business, 
in the Armed Fbrces, etc.), referred 
tb in figure 10 as "Other," declihed 
from 21 percent in 1960 to 3 per- 
cent in 1 985. The prbpbrtioh who 
jived with a parent who had never 
been married increased frbm 7 per- 
cent tb 13 jaercent durmji^the last 5 
years (from 1980 to 1985). 

The percent bf Black children in 
bne-pareht situatibns who lived with 
a never-married or djvbrced jjareht 
has risen since 1 960, frbm 1 0 tb 48 
perciBht fbr never-married parents 
and from 12 tb 23^ percent fbr 
divbrced parents. The percent whb 
lived with a separated parent nriade 
Up the largest prbpbrtibn in 1960 
(44 percent) and declihed tb 22 per- 
cent by 1985. 

In 1 985, the largest prbpbrtibh bf 
children of Spanish origin lived with 
a separated parent (37 percent). 
Data on chiidren of Spanish origin 
by marital status of parent were not 
available in 1 960 or 1 970.

CHARACtERiSTICS OF THE 
PARENTS 

-The demographic arid ecbhbmic 
conditions under which children live 
vary depending upon race and 
namber of parents present. (See 
table A-10.) Children living with twb 
parents are more likely to be living 
with a parent who has at least some 
college, who is employed. Who has 
higher income, and who is a 
homeowner than are children in a 
srngie-parent situation; 



White children are most likely to 
be livihg with a parent with 1 or 
more years of college, and Black 
children next most likely arid 
childreh of Spanish brigiri are least 
likely to live with such a parent. For 
childreh in bhe-pareht situations, the 
proportion with a pareht who is 
□nempldyed or hbt in the labor force 
Is high regardless of race or Spariish 
origin, but the prdportiori is higher 
for Black childreh (58 percent) and 
children of Spanish brijgir (61 per- 
cent) than for White children (40 
percent) ;2 Among children living 
with both parents, 1 1 percent of 
White children lived with a parent 
who was unemployed or hot ih the 
labor force, compared^ with 21 per- 
cent for Black, and 1 9 percent for 
chi^ldren of Spanish origin. ^ When 
both parents are present. White 
chliaren ar5 less likely to have other 
adujts present than Black children or 
chiidren of Spanish origin. When c - 
iy one parent Is present, they are 
eqaally likely to have other adults 
present. 



Family income is higher for White 
children. One-half of all White 
children wjth two parents had family 
incomes of $30,000 or more, com- 
pared to 35 percent for Black 
children and 28 percent for children 
cf Spanish origin. Among children 
with one parent, 70 percent of 
Black children and children of 
Spanish origin had family incomes of 
under $10,000, cornpared with 49 
percent for White children. White 
children are less likely to live in 
rented housing. For children with 2 
parents present, 25 percent of the 
White children live in rented hoa*iing 
as compared with 41 percent for 
Black chiidren and 50 percent for 
chlldreri of Spanish origin. For 
children living with one parent, the 
corresponding proportions are 56 
percent, 75 percent, and 79 per- 
cent, respectively.^

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LIVING ARRANGEMENTS OF 
YOUNG ADULTS 



Arriphg YQun§ adults age 1 8 to 24 
years in 1985, 60 percent of the 
men and 48 percent of the women 
lived at home with their parents (In- 
cludlhg uhrharried college students 
nying in dbrrnltbries), cbmparGd with 
52 percent of young men and 35 
percent of young women in 1960. 
For men, this pro port ion increased 
by about 2 percentage jDbihts during 
the 20 years frbrri 1960 to 1980, 
and it increased ah additlbhal 5 
percentage points during the 5 years 
since 1980. For wbrrieh, the propor- 
tibn rose by 3 percentage pbihts 
during the 20 years between 1960 
arid 1980, and then rose by 5 
percentage pbihts between 1980 
and 1985. 

Cbrrespbhdihg to the rise in young 
adults 18 tb 24 years living at home 
is the decline in the prbpbrtibri living 
in hbUsehblds bf their bwh. The 
decline ih the prbpqrtiori of ybung 
rrieh maintairilhg a farhily began in 
the 1970's w|th a drop from 30 
percent in 1970 tb 16 percent in 
1985, while the decline for young 
wbmeh has been occurrihig since 
I 960 when rribre than brie-half bf 
all wbriieri age 18 tb 24 were maih- 
tairiirig families as either house- 
hblder br spouse, compared with 32 
percent in 1985. 

Ariiorijg "older" yburig adults (25 
tb 34 years) the prbpbrtibri who liv- 
ed in their parerits' hbjrie did ribt in- 
crease Ur'til receritly. Fbr meri, 
nearly the same proport[bri lived 
with their parerits Iri 1980 as iri 
1960, but theri increased slightly 
from 10.5 to 13.3 percerit between 
1980 arid 1985. The prbpbrtibn of 
wbmeri 25 tb 34 years livirijg in their 
parents' home decliried slightly 
betweeri 1960 arid 1970, but then 
dUririg the next 1 5 years rbse 
gradually from 6.6 to 8.0 percent by 
1985,

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LIVING ARRANGEMENTS OF 
THE ELDERLY 

Living arrahgemerits of the elderly 
hbhihstituilbnal population vary by 
age arid by sex. At age 65 to 74 
years, the majority (62 percent) of 
persons are married and living with 
their spouse, about one-fourth live 
albhe, and 1 1 percent live \A/lth 
other relatives. For persons 75 years 
and older, many have been widow- 
ed, with the result that a larger pro- 
pbrtibh live albhe (38 percent) or 
with bther relatives (19 percent). 

The living arrahgemerits of men 
vary brily slightly across the two 
age grbups while significant 
differences exist fbr woriieri. Among 
elderly rnen. the riiajbrity in 1985 
lived with their wives (79 percent 
age 65 tb 74 years arid 67 percent 
age 75 and over), arid the next 
largest prbportibri lived alone (12 
percent arid 20 percerit fbr the two 
age grbups, respiectiveiy). Elderly 
women, iri cbritrast, are less likely 
than elderly meri tb live with their 
spbuses, because bf the greater 
longevity fbr wbrrieri, with the result 
that they are riibre likely tb live 
alone br with aribther relative. Orily 
one-half bf wbrrieri age 65 tb 74 
years lived with their husbarids iri 
1985, and by age 75 br older the 
prdpbrtibri declined tb slightly less 
than bhe-fburth. With iricreasirig 
age, the prbportibri bf elderly 
women who lived albrie iri 1985 
rose fro rri 35 percerit for wbrrieri 
age 65 tb 74 years tb 50 jDercent 
for women age 75 years or older, 
and the prdpbrtibri who lived with 
another rellative iricreased from 14 
percent to 25 percent.

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In general, since 1960 an ihcreas* 
ihg prdpbrtidh of the elderly popula- 
tion has been living alone. Between 
1960 and 1980, the prbpbrtibri bf 
persons age 65 tb 74 who lived 
alone increased frbm 1 7 percent to 
25 percent, while thbse livirig with 
other relatives declined frbrri 20 per- 
cent tb 1 1 percent. Fbr persbhs 75 
yearis arid bVer the prbportibji living 
albrie iricreased frbrii 21 tb 39 per- 
cent, arid the prbpbrtibri liVirig with 
other r'slatives drbpped f rom 36 tb 
20 percerit. Nb charige has occurred 
in these distributibris of liVirig 
arrarigerilerits sirice 1 980. 

Irifbrrriatibri bri the iristitutibrial 
pbpUlatibri is ribt collected iri the 
CUrrerit PbpUlatibri SUrVey, but is 
available frbrh deceririiai cerisUses. 
The IristitUtibrial pbpUlatibri includes 
persdris Under care br custbdy Iri 
such places as hdrhes fbr the aged 
and hdspitals or wards fbr the 
physically br rhisritally haridicapped 
or fdr chrdriic disease patients. 
Based on the results df the 1 970 
and 1 980 censuses, the prbpbrtibri 
bf the elderly pbpUlatibn iri iristitU- 
tlbris iricreased slightly, frbrri 4.8 
percerit iri 1970 tb 5.3 jDercerit in 
1980. Fbr persoris age 65 to 74 
years, 1 .8 percerit bf the rrieri arid 
1.9 percent df the wbmeri were liv- 
ing In institutioris iri 1 980, com- 
pared with 2.1 arid 2.2 percerit iri 
1970, respectively. Fbr persbris 75 
years and over, 7.2 percerit of the 
men and 12.5 percerit df the 
women were living in institutions in 
1980, compared with 6.7 and 10.8 
percent in 1970.

_ln 1985, there Wert 1,983,000 
anmarried-couple hdusehblds in this 
United States, compared with 
439,000 in 1960; The number of 
sach households accelerated rapidly 
during the decade of the 1 970's. 
However, since 1980 the growth 
has diminished, with no [ncrease at 
an between 1984 and 1985. Figure 
14 plots estimates of the number of 
unmarried couples with and without 
children for 1960 and 1970 and for 
every year between 1977 arid 
1985. 

An anmarried-cduple household, 
as defined by the Census Bureau, is 
composed of two unrelated adults 
of the opposite sex, with or without 
children under 1 5 years old living In 
the household. About 70 percerit of 
the unmarried-couple households in 
1985 contained no children, com- 
pared to 55 percent in 1960. 
Among those households with rid 
children present, the adults are rndre 
youthful than in the past. In 1985, 
79 percent of the partners werie 
under 45 years old, compared with 
33 percent in 1970 and apprdx- 
imateiy 20 percent in 1 960. 

Though the number of unmarried- 
coupfe households has grown 
significantly, these couples account 
for only 4 percent of all couples, 
married and unmarried. Bear In mind 
that while the_term "unmarried 
couple" may be Interpreted as 
implying a close personal relation- 
ship between the two adults sharing 
the household, the Census Bureau 
does not ask questions regarding 
the nature of the couple's personal 
relationship. Many of these 
households undoubtedly contain per- 
sons cohabiting in lieu of marriage, 
but situations such as an elderly 
widow who rents a room to a young 
man attending college also are In- 
cluded in the count of unmarried- 
couple households.

Explanations 



Coverage. The population in this report includes the civilian 
hbhiristitUtiona I population of the United States plus approx- 
imately 925,000 members of the Armed Forces in the United 
States living off post or with their families on post in 1985 
but excludes all other rherribers of the Armed Forces. However, 
the data in table A on rriedian age at first marriage for men 
refer to the total male population which includes, in addition 
to the above, the male members of the Armed Forces overseas 
arid iri rhilitary barracks and similar quarters In the United 
States. 

Symbols. A dash {-) represents zero or rounds to zero: The 
symbol "B" means that the base for the derived figure is less 
than 75/000. An "X" means not applicable, and "NA" means 
not available. 

Rouhding of estimates. Individual figiures are rounded to the 
nearest thousand without being adjusted to group totals, 
which are independently roUrided; percentages are based on 
the unrounded ri imbers. 

Metropolitan-hdhm trdpolitah residence. Data ^o 
metropolitan and ho n metropolitan areas have been omitt'- 
from this report, i no Current PopUlatibri Survey was uhderc 
ing a major redesign when the data for this report were c ,*- 
lected, which affected the 'tirriates of geographic com- 
ponents: The »najdr purpose the redesign was to make use 
of data from the 1980 censL.:. iri order to upsdate the sam- 
pling frame, to Improve the eff iciericy and quality of the sunyey, 
and to meet the increased need for State data. Technical 
aspects of the redesign are discussed in apperidix C. Publica- 
tion of metropolitan-nonmetrdpdlitan estimates wjli resume 
following the end of redesign phase-in iri late 1985. 

Age. The age classification is based dri the age of the person 
at the person's last birthday: The adult universe (i.e., popula- 
tion of_ marriageable age) now comprises persons 15 years 
old and over. Prior to 1980 the adult universe was 14 years 
old and over. 

Race. The population is divided into three group) s on the basis 
df race: VVhite, Black, and other races. The last category In- 
cludes Indians, Japariese, Chiriese, and any other race except 
White and Black. 



Persons of Spanish origin. Persons of Spanish origin in this 
Tepon were determined on the basis of a question that asked 
for self-identification of the person's origin or descent. 
Respondents were asked to select their origin (or the origin 



of some other househoFd member) from a "flash card" listing 
ethnic origins. Persons of Spanish origin, in particular, were 
those who indicated that their origin was Mexican, Puerto 
Rican, Cuban, Central or South American, or some other 
Spanish origin. Persons of Spanish origin nmy be of any ra<^r 

Marital status. The marital status classification identifies fcui 
major categories: single (never marne-i^j, married, widowed, 
and divorced. These terms refer to the n-cantal status at the 
time of the enumeratif^n. 

The category "married" is further divided into "married, 
spouse present,'"'separated',' and "other married, soov.s-^ ib- 
sent." A person was classified as "married, spouse prej jnt" 
if the husband or wife was reported as a member of the 
hbUsehbId, even though he or she may have been ternporarily 
absent on business or on vacation, visiting, in a hospital, etc., 
at the time of the enumeration. Persons reported as separated 
Included those with legal separations, those living apart w«th 
iriteritibris of obtaining a divorce, and other persons per- 
manently or temporarily separated because of marital discord. 
The grbUp "bther mesrried, spouse absent" includes married 
persbns living apart because either the husband or wife was 
Tijjlbyed and living at a considerable distance from home, 
. .OS serving away from hbnrie in thr Armed Forces, had moved 
to aribth ' :'ea, or had a different niace of residence for any 
other TBinf^.r except separation ai. refined above. 

Husband Iri Arriied Fdrces. When a woman was reported as 
rharried but her husband was not '^^humerated as a membor 
of the sarhe household, an additibna. question was asked tc 
determirie whether her husb&nd was in the Armed Forces. 
Women who were reported as separated were not asked the 
additibrial question. 

Household. A household consists of all the persons who oc- 
cupy a housing unit. A hcase, an apartment or other group 
of rooms, or a single room, is regarded as a housing unit when 
it is occupied or intended for occupancy as separate living 
quarters; that is, when the occupants do not live and eat with 
any other persons in the structure and there is direct access 
from the outside or through a common hall. 

A household includes the related family members and all 
the unrelated persons, if any, such as lodgers, foster children, 
wards, or employees who share the housing unit. A person 
living alone in a housing unit, or a group of unrelated persons 
sharing a housing unit as partners, is also counted as a 
household. The count of households excludes group quarters. 
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GroLv quarters. As of 1983, groap qaarters were defined in 
the Current Population Survey as noninstftatioaai jiving ar- 
rangements for groups rrt living In conventional housifig units 
or groups living in housing units containing ten or more 
unrelated persons or nine or more persons unrelated to the 
person iri charge. Prior to 1983, group quarters included hous- 
ing units containing five or more persons unrelated to the per- 
son in charge. Beginning In 1972, inmates of institutions have 
hot been inciuded in the Current Population Survey. 

Householder. The householder refers to the person (or one 
of the persons) in v(/hose name the housing unit is owned or 
rented (maintained) or, if there is no such person, any adult 
member, excluding roomers, boarders, or paid employees. If 
the house is owned or rented jointly by a married couple, the 
householder may be either the husband or the wife. The per- 
son designated as the householder is the "reference person" 
to whom the relationship of all other household members. If 
any; is recorded. 

Prior to 1980, the husband was always considered the 
householder in married-couple households; The number of 
householders is equal to the number of households: AIsc, the 
number of family householders is equal to the number of 
families. 

Head versus ?iL»useh6idbr. Beginning with the 1980 CPS, the 
Burieau of the Cerisus discdniiriued the use of the terms "head 
of household" arid "head of family." Instead, the terms 
"he . seholdsr" arid ''farrii!v householder" are used. Recent 
sdcldi chariges have resulted iri greater sharing of household 
respdrisibilities arnbrig the adult nrierribers arid, therefore, have 
made- the term "head'* ir^r'.asirigly iriapprbpriate jri the 
arialysis of household arid family data. Specifically, the Bureau 
has discbritinued its lbrigtiri^e ;jiactice of always classifying 
the husband as the reference persbri (head) wheri he and his 
wife are living together. 

If: th!3 report, the term "hbusehblder" is used in the preseri- 
tation ct data that had previbUsly beeri preserited vi/ith the 
designistion "head." The hbUsehblder Is the first adult 
hcusoriold member listed bri the questibririaire. The iristruc- 
tlons call for listing first tho persbri (br brie bf the persbris) 
in whose name the home owned br rented. If a hbnrie is bwri- 
ed joiritly by a married couple, either the husbarid or the wife 
may be listed first, thereby becbmirig the reference persbn, 
or householder, to whom the relatibriship of Other household 
members is to be recorded. 

Family. A family is a group of two persons or more (one of 
whom IS the householder) related by birth, marriage, or adop- 
tion and residing together; all such persons (including related 
subfamily members) are considered as members of one family. 
Beginning with the 1980 CPS, unrelated subfamilies (refer- 
red to in the past as secondary families) are no longer included 
iri the count of families, nor are the members of unrelated sub- 
families Included in the count of family members. 



^amlly household; A family houiseh' ' a household mairt- 
talned by a family (as defined abovi riMU ririy urirelated per- 
sons (unrelated subfamily members and/or secbridary in- 
dividuals) who may be residing there are Includecl; The riumber 
of famUy households is equal to the number of famiiies; The 
co'^nt of ♦amiiy household members differs from the count 
of family members, however, in that the family household 
members incJude all persons living in the household, whereas 
family members include only the householder and his/her 
relatives: (See the definition of family.) 

Related subfamily, A related subfamily Is a married couple with 
or without children, or one parent with one or more own single 
(never married) children under 18 years old, living In a 
household arid related to, but not including, the person or 
couple who maintains t.he household. One example of a related 
subfamily Is a young married couple sharing the home of the 
husbarid's or wife's parents. The number of related subfamilies 
is not iricluded Iri the count of families. 



Unrelated subfamily. An urirelated subfahlily (fbrmerly called 
a secondary family) is a grbup of twb persbns or mbre who 
are related to each other by birth, marriage, br adbptibn, but 
who are not related to the householder. The unrelated sub- 
family may include perisbris sUcri as gUests, rboririers, ooarders, 
or resident employees arid their relatives living iri a household. 
Tr.<i number of Urirelated subfamily members is included in 
the number of household members but is riot included in the 
count of family members. 

Persons living with relatives iri grbup quarters ^-^^ere fbrrheriy 
CO isidered as members of Urirelated subfamilies. Hovve\ ^>r, the 
number of such Urirelated subfamilies became so small 
(37,000 in 1967) that beginning with data for 1968 (arid 
beginning with census data fbr 1960) the Bureau of the Ceri- 
sus includes persons in these unrelated sudfamilie?5 in the 
count of secondary individuals. 



Family group. A family group is any two or more persons (not 
necessarily including a householder) residing together, and 
related by biith, marriage, or adoption: A household may be 
comprised of one such groups more than one, or none at all: 
the count of family groups includes family households, related 
subfamilies, and unrelated subfamilies. 



Married couple. A married couple, as defined for census pur- 
poses, is a husband and wife enumerated as members of the 
same household. The married couple may or may not have 
children living with them. The expression "husband-wife" or 
"married-couple" before the term "household/' "family," or 
"subfamily" indicates that the household, family, or subfamily 
is maintained by a husband and wife. The number of married 
couples equals the count of married-couple families plus 
related and unrelated married-couple subfamilies: 

Unmarried couple. An unmarried couple is composed bf twb 
unrelated adults of the opposite sex (one of whom is the 



hoGseholder) who share a hbUsihg unit with or without the 
presence of children under 15 years old. 

Unrelated fndMdaals. Unrelated individuals are persbhs of any 
age {other than inmates of institutidhs) who are hot living with 
any relatives. An unrelated individual may be (1) a piBrsoh Jiving 
alone or with nonrelatlves only, (2) a roomer, boarder, or resi- 
dent employee with no relatives in the household, or (3) a 
group quarters member who has hd relatives living with 
him/her. Thus, a widow who occupies her hbUse alone or with 
or»e or more other persons not related to her, a roomer riot 
related to anyone else in the housing unit, a maid livirig as 
a member of her employer's household with no relatives iri 
the household, and a resident stsrf member In a hospital livirig 
apart from any relatives are all examples of unrelated 
Individuals. 

Nonfamiiy householder. A nonfamily householder (formerly 
called a primary individual) is a person maintaining a household 
while jiving alone or with nonrelatlves only: 

Secondary Individual. A secondary individual is a persori iri 
a household or group quarters such a guest, roomer, boarder, 
or reside it employee (excluding nonfamily householders and 
.mes jf institutions) v/ho is not related to any other per- 
v;on > the household or group quarters. (See section on 
unrelated subfamily for slight change in coverage of second- 
ary individuals in 1968.) 

Own children and related chiidren. "Own" children ir: a family 
are sons and daughters, including stepchildren and adopted 
children, of the householder. Similarly, "own" children in a sub- 
family are sons and daughters of the married couple or parent 
in the subfamfy (All children shown as members of related 
subfamilies art own children of the personjsj maintaining ihe 
subfamily.) "Related" children in a family include own children 
arid all other children in the household whc -^tc: related to the 
householder by birth, marriage, or adoptie. por each type of 
family unit identified In the CPS, the count of own children 
unusr 18 years did Is limited to single (never married) children; 
ho wever, "own children under 25" and "own children of any 
age," as the terms are used here. Include all children regardless 
of marital status. The totals include never-married children 
livrng away from home In college dormitories. 

The count of related chi'dren in families was formerly 
restricted to single (never married) children. However, begin- 
riirig with data for 1968 the Bureau of the Census includes 
ever-nriarried children under the category of related children. 
This change added approxirrr»tely 20,000 children to the 
category of related children in March 1968. 

Teriure. A hbUsirig unit is "dvvried" If the owner or co-owner 
lives iri the uriit, even if it is mortgaged or not fully paid for, 
A cooperative or coridominium unit is "owned" only If the 
owner or cd-owrier lives iri it. All other occupied units are 
classified as "rented," including units rented for cash rent and 
thosie occupied without jjayment of cash rent. 



Years of school completed. Education of parent, as shown In 
this report, refers to the years of school completed by the 
parent (the father when both parents are present); Data on 
years of school completed were derived from the combina- 
tion of answers to two questicnr., (a) "What is the highest 
grade of school that the jDerson has attended?" and (b) "Did 
the person finish this grade?" 

Labor force and ©jT?ployment status. The definitions of labor 
force and employment status in this report related to the 
population 15 years old and over. 

Employed. Employed persons comprise (1) all civilians who, 
during the specified week, did any work at all a> paid 
employees or in their own business or profession, or on their 
bwri farm, or vvhd worked 15 hours or more as » inpaid j kers 
bri a farrrj or iri a business operated by a member of th^ amily, 
arid (2) all those who were not working but who had jobs or 
bU3iriesses from which they were temporarily absent because 
of illness, bad weather, vacation, or lalror management 
dispute, or because they were taking time off for personal 
reasbris, whether or not they were paid by their employers 
for time off, arid whether or not they were seeking other jobs. 
ErxlUded frbrri the employed group are persons whose only 
activity consisted of work around the house (own home 
hbusewbrk, painting or repairing own home, etc.) or volunteer 
v^/brk for religibus, charitable, and similar organizations, 

Uriemplbyed. Urierriployed persbhs are those civilians who, 
dcririg the survey week, had nb employment but v.ere 
available for work arid (1) had engaged in any specific job- 
seeking activity withiri thr^ past 4 vveek^, such as registering 
at a public br private enri :-^yrrierit office, meeting with pro- 
spective emplbyeris, chec . rig with friends or relative^, placing 
br answering advertisehieri's, vvriting letters of application, 
br beirig on a uriibn or professibnal register, (2) were waiting 
to be called back to a job from which they had Lveen laid off; 
or (3) Were waiting to report to a new wage or r.alory job within 
30 days. 

Labor force. Persons are classified as in the labor force if they 
were employed as civilians, unemployed, or in the Armed 
Forces during thf survey week. The "civilian labor force" is 
comprised of i- civilians classified as employed or 
unemployed. 

Not in the labor force. All civilians whb are riot classified as 
employed or unemployed are defiried as "ribt iri the labor 
force;" This group whb are rieither erriplbyed ribr seekirig work 
Includes persbns engaged brily iri bwri hbriie house-work, at- 
tending school, or Uriiable tb work because bf long-term 
physical or mentc.' illness; persbris who are retired or too old 
to work, seasonal workers fbr whbm the survey vveek fell iri 
an off season, and the vbluritary idle. Persons doirig brily un- 
paid family work (less than 15 hours) are also classified as 
not in the labor force:

SOURgE OF DATA 

The estimates of this report are based primarily on data ob- 
tained aririually in March of 1947 through 1985 from the Car- 
rent Population Survey (CPS) and from supplernentr y ques- 
tibris to the CPS. Additional data were obtained from decen^ 
riial censuses dating back to 1890. Decennial census data are 
rioted in the text tables in the refDort. The Current Population 
survey and the decennial census are programs conducted by 
the Bureau of the Census. Supplemental data on divorce rates 
obtained from the National Center for Health Statistics 
(NCHSJ of the Department of Health and Human Services 
(HHSK 

Curreht Pdpulatlpn Survey rCPS). The monthly CPS deals 
malhly with jabor force data for the civilian nonipstitutional 
populatibri. Questions relating to labor force participation are 
askiBd about each rherhber in every sample household. In ad- 
dition, supplemehtary questions are asked every March about 
hdusehdid and family characteristics. In order to obtain more 
reliable data for the Hispanic population, the March CPS sam- 
ple was enlarged to include all hbuseholds from the previous 
November which cbritaihed at least one sample person of 
Spanish origin. For this repbrt, persbns in the Armed Forces 
living off post or with their families oh post are inclt.t,^^' 

CPS design phase-ih\ Since the ihceptibt CPS in 

1940, ft a sample has been redesicjried sevbi times, most 
recently In the early 1980's, to upgrade the quality and reli- 
ability of the data and to meet chahgihg data needs. Beginning 
in April 1984. the old 1970 design was phased but through 
a series of chanyes that was completed in July 1985. 

The March 1985 CPS sarhjDle cbhsists of three rbtatibri 
groups from the 1970 census files, fbUr rbtatioh groups from 
the 1980 census files; and one rotation group frorri both files. 
The coverage was in all 50 states and the District bf Colum- 
bia. The sample Is continually Updated to reflect new construc- 
tion. Due to the phase-in of the new design, the March 1985 
CPS sample had three rotatidn groups located in 629 sample 
areas comprising 1,148 counties, independent cities, and minor 
civij divisions from the old design; and five rotation groujss 
located in 729 sample areas com jjri sing 1,973 counties and 
equivalent geographic areas in the United States from the hew 
design. This current namber of sample areas is hot completely 
comparable to the old number of sample areas since many 
of the sample areas have been redefined. In this sample, aj3- 
proximately 59,500 occapled households were eligible for ih- 
ierview.' Of this number; about 2;500 occupied units were

CPS estimation procedure. The estimation procedure used in 
this survey involves the inflation of the weighted sample 
results to independent estimates of the total civilian 
nonlnstitutlbnal population of che United St^*=3S by age, race; 
sex, and Spanish origin. These independent estimates are bas- 
ed on statistics from the decennial cen.<5"S of population; 
statistics on births, deaths, immigration, amigration; and 
statistics on the strength of the Armed Forces. Beginning with 
reports containing data for 1980, the independent population 
estimates used to obtain data for years after 1979 are based 
oh the 1980 decennial census. Data for 1971 through 1979 
were obtained using independent population estirnatas bas- 
ed oh the 1970 decennial census. Tb<^ estimation procedure 
for the data from the March suppler ivolves a further ad- 
justment so that husband and wife jusehold receive the 
same weight. 

The estimates In this report for March of 1985 are also 
based on revised survey weighting procedures for persons of 
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Spanish origin: In prc^vioQS years the estimation procedures 
Qsed in this survey involved the inflation of weighted sample 
results to independent estimates of the noninstitational 
popalation by age, sex, and race. There was, therefore, no 
specific control of the survey estimates for the Hispanic 
population; During the last several years, the Bureau of the 
Census has developed independent popdation controls for 
the Hispariic population by sex and detailed age groups and 
has adopted revised weighting procedures to incorporate 
these new controls. It should be noted that the independent 
population estimates include some, but not all, illegal 
immigrants. 



Decennial Census of Population. Decennial census data in thw 
report are based on the complete counts or on the samples 
associated with the census. The 1970 ceiM« data, for ex- 
ample, are from special tabulations developed from the 
5-percent sample associated with the 1970 Census of Popula- 
tion. Descriptions of the samples from censuses are found 
In the appropriate census pi''3^iC'.i..ons. Specific references to 
data from census publications £;.re noted In the body of Lne 
text. 



Divorce rates. Data on divorce rates are obtained from the Vital 
Statistics Reports [Dublished by the National Center for Health 
Statistics. 

RELIABILiTY OF ESTIMATES 

Since the CPS estimates are based bh a sample, they may 
differ so rTiewh>^t from the figures that would have been ob- 
tained if a complete census had been taken using the sarh^ 
q Lie stibnh aires, instruct ions, and enurherators. There are two 
tyjses of urrbrs pbssibie in ah estirnate based bh a sample 
su. 'ev: sarriplihg and hbhsamplmg. The accuracy of a survey 
result depends bh bbth types of errors, but the fUll extent bf 
the hbhsamplihg error is Uhknbwn. ConseqUehily, particular 
care shbUld be exercised in the interj3retatibh of figures bas- 
ed bh a relatively srhall h Umber of cases br bh srhall differences 
between eistirnates. The standard errors prbvidf; J fbr the CPS 
estimates primarily indicate thi3 magnitude of the sampling 
errbr. They alsb paitially rheasUi-e the effect of sbme nbh- 
sarhplihg errors in rospbhses and enurheratibh, but db hot 
measure any systematic biases in the data. (Bias is the dif- 
ference, averaged over all pbssibie samples, between the 
eistirriate and the desired value.) 

NbRsarhplihg variability. Ndh sampling errors can be attribUtisd 
to many sources, ag., inability tb bbtaih ihfbrmation abbut all 
cases in the sample, defihitibhal difficulties, dif ^ jrehces in the 
inter pretatibn of questions, inability br unwillingness bh the 
part of respondents tb provide correct informatibh, inability 
to recall informatidn, erroi^ made in cbllectibn such as in recbr- 
ding or coding the data, errbrs made in prbcessihg the data, 
terrors made in estirnating values fbr missing data, and failure 
to represent all units with the sample (undercoverage). 
Undercbverage in the CPS results frbm missed housing Units 



and missed persons within sample households: Overall under- 
coverage as compared to the level of the 1 i98b decennial cen- 
sus is about 7 percent. It is known that CPS undercoverage 
varies with age, sex, and race. Generally; undercoverage is 
larger for males than for females and larger for Blacks and 
other races combined than for Whites. Ratio estimation to in- 
dependent age-sex-race Hispanic population controls, as 
described previously, partially corrects for the bias due to 
survey undercoverage. However, biases exist in the estimates 
to the extent that missed persons in missed households or 
missed persons in interviewed households have different 
characteristics than interviewed persons in the same age-sex- 
race Hispanic group. Further, the independent population con- 
;:{ols used have not been adjusted for undercoverage in the 
1330 census.
